AMATEUR CAMERA BUGS FAN OUT TO SHOOT THE LANDSCAPE 


If “the proper study of mankind is man’ the proper 
study of a picture magazine is surely photographs 
—and photographers. So LIFE, over 22 years, has 
searched the world for good—and great—photog- 
raphers and photographs. We have done this with 
the conviction that the best camera talent must 
contribute to our pages. But at the same time we 
realize that the product of the talented or lucky 
amateur who is there when it happens often speaks 
more eloquently than something the most prof 
sional of pros composes after the fact. We real- 
ize that the photography business has been grow- 
ing, in recession and out, and in reporting this fact 
(pp. 13-19) we find that pho- 

tographers themselves are top ge — 
picture subjects. The amateurs Va 
range from shutterbugs who 

are notable only for the weight 
of their equipment to famous 
men like Nelson Rockefeller 
(pp. 83-89). It is unfortunate- 
ly true that the pictures of the 
camera fans at work can be far 
more interesting than pictures 
they take. But great heights are to be attained in 
photography, as shown in the imaginative work of 
Ernst Haas on pages 64 to 73. These examples 
may confuse photographers who first concentrate 
‘on getting an eruption of Old Faithful geyser in 
focus, Haas, who also takes sharp pictures, has 
blurred his images to produce the effect he wants 
to communicate. His color essay, like its compan- 
ion which will appear next week, shows the cam- 
era can produce stimulation for the mind as well 
as the eye. So don't despair, some of your pictures 
accidentally may turn out to be Haaslike. And once 
you master focus, then you can turn to making pic- 
tures fuzzy on purpose and for a purpose.

A SPUR TO MASSIVE RESISTANCE IN SOUTH 


Last week Governor Orval Faubus won a smash- 
ing endorsement by the voters of Arkansas. The 
impact of this victory on the South is analyzed 
by this year’s Pulitzer prize-winner, Harry Ash- 
more, executive editor of the Arkansas Gazette. 
Ashmore has vigorously opposed Faubus since 
the Little Rock crisis began last fall and was 
himself made a campaign issue by the governor.

Out of it he fashioned the most 
famous victory in the history of Arkansas pol- 
ities: a sweep that brought out some 50,000 
more votes than had ever been cast before 
a primary election and gave him 68% of the to- 
tal. His support cut across all the usual 
tional lines: it came from wealthy planters, 
mall farmers, labor. Only in the white-collar 
nd silk-stocking wards of the cities did Orval 
aubus lose a few boxes—and even so he had a 
majority in every county but two and a plural- 
ity those. Still, almost 120,000 Arkansans 
stood up to be counted against him in a bitter 
campaign atmosphere that subjected them to 
the charge of treason to the South. No more 
than 30,000 of these were N. 
Segregation versus integration was never an 
issue—as it could not conceivably now be in 
any state in the South. Both Ward and Fink- 
beiner repeatedly and specifically opposed th 
principle of integration.

THE VALUE OF ZEALOUSNESS 


American officialdom is notoriously rough on the dedicated 
man with a cause, especially in the armed services. Brig. 
General Billy Mitchell's crusade for air power only got recog- 
nition years after he had been court-martialed by his Army 
superiors. Alfred Thayer Mahan, whose strategy made the 
U.S. a great sea power, had his heaviest sailing inside the 
Navy Department. Matthew Fontaine Maury, the founder 
of modern Navy charting , was forced out of 
active service as a lieutenant, although later reinstated. The 
man with a gleam in his eye seems to be a recurring near- 
casualty of our system. His society, and especially his supe- 
riors, find him too persistent for comfort. 

Lieut. General James M. Gavin, whose second Lire article 
appears on page 106, got further along in the service than 
either Mitchell or Mahan, But in the end he resigned in order 
to fight for what he believes is the only sound military strat- 
egy. Gavin's views still have to have th

It is the essence of the zealous man to fight for his con- 
vietion first and worry about his popularity later. 

But we do need a new respect for the zealous among us. 
these exceptions to a society whose ideas and opinions are 
progressively more homogenized. ‘There are some ideas and 
projects—like Explorer, Nautilus and the new tacties—that 
cannot stand the constant watering-down of group discussion 
and compromised decision, They are most often, as it haj- 
pens, the great ideas, 


THE SACK AND A CONSTITUTION 
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Undercut by deadly clings, tucks and ruffles, the sack wilted 
last week on its Paris pedestal. While official apologists hold 
that la chemise is not dead but “evolving” (and expectant 
mothers are thankful that the fashion has lasted this long), 
the wondrous phenomenon of France's style dictatorship reas 
serted itself throughout the civilized and half-civilized world. 
The dictatorship is absolute. No other human agency could 
have foreed such a widely criticized style as the sack on so 
many unwilling people. So now, hearing the evolutionary 
drums from Paris, women prepare to adjust themselves faith- 
fully to a new style, loosely termed Empire, which recalls the 
high-waisted models worn by Napoleon’s wife, Josephine. 

The changes. usual. respect no boundaries. While lo- 
cal patriots in Cairo, Prague or Beirut are busy denouncing 
French iaparialiaral their ladies axe getting ready-to\go Em- 
pire, The U.S.S.R. is conspicuously not immune. Although 
Radio Moscow still vainly warns against frivolity (“The pri- 
mary object of your clothing is to regulate the temperature 
of the body”), Russian representatives studiously attend the 
Paris showings. 

‘The French, for all their failures at open military imperial- 
ism, have long wisely realized that the cultural imperium sym- 
bolized by Paris fashions or Paris menus or their language. 
makes up an important part of France's influence on modern 
civilization. Fittingly, they have a phrase to cover the whole 
thing, “la mission civilisatrice,” meaning the general civ 
ing job which France set out to do on the world outside. The 
works of the Paris fashion-makers or poetry teachers at the 
Alliance Frangaise may look frivolous by themselves. But 
they-have been pillars of France’s teaching mi 

‘The French have not done so well in propagating a more 
sober ideal of their peaceful imperium: the example of a work- 
ing political democracy. The great liberté, égalité, fraternité 
cry of 1789 has been a sure-fire propellant charge for revolu- 
tions ever since. No new country would think of turning its 
back on these ideals—any more than it would (or could) keep 
its ladies from copying the latest Givenchy collection. But 
when the young nationalist planners start reading the fine

print of French history, they find it sadly lacking in. prag- 
matic examples. The 18th and 19th Century Jacobins spoke 
convincingly about Rousseau’s Rights of Man, but in prac- 
tice they made a god of rationalism while omitting the moral 
safeguards that the British and Americans adopted. If copied, 
whether in 1789 or 1958, their abstract “will of the people” 

is likely to end up being used by such as Khrushchev or 
Nasser to impose personal rule.

Few political commentators would argue any real paralle 
between these two events, e.g., that the new high waistline 
suggests the separation of legislative and executive powers 
(although Paris wits have been having their fun with the re- 
vived popularity of Napoleonic Empire styles). Most of the 
serious comment, in the French tradition, has concentrated 
on the new constitution’s loopholes. Loopholes there may 
be. But its provisions for a strong executive and a responsible 
parliament at least clear the way for remedying some of the 
Jacobin revolution’s 160-year-old defects. 

Tt is good news for all of us who know France's cultural 
imperium (especially husbands) that the sad sack is finally 
going. Since France’s democracy is inextricably joined to our 
common standards of Western culture, it is still better news 
that the political core of the mission civilisatrice is getting 
its long-needed restyling.

MUSIC TENTS conten 


IT’S AN OLD TRADITION 


Long before the music tents began to boom, Americans showed a spe- 
cial liking for outdoor, hot-weather entertainment at night. In the 
1890s there were hundreds of traveling circuses, Uncle Tom shows, 
and troupes playing such thrillers as Neither Maid, Wife nor Widow 
under canvas. Countless raggle-taggle caravans of dog-and-pony 
shows, Indian medicine men and acrobats did stunts by torchlight 
on the Court House squares. Today these pleasures have all but 
vanished in favor of night baseball and drive-in movies. But the new 
crop of music tents, despite their fine Broadway trappings, are still in 
the old tradition. 

The first of the modern music tents was started in 1949 by St. John 
ferrell (below), who had tried his hand at show business as a carnival 
fire-eater, a Shakespearean actor, and as radio's Jack Armstrong, the 
All-American Bay hree weeks before Terrell’s first tent op 
Lambertville, N.J. his backers had an attack of cold feet and withdrew 
000 they had put up to get the season started.

cause the stage must be visible from all sides of the tent, there can be 
no bulky scenery to block the view. In South Pacific a few low palms 
suggest a jungle, in Die Fledermaus four cardboard pillars create a 
ball room. ‘The producers make up for sketchy scenery with lavish 
costumes, but still the audience is called on to use its own imagination, 
one of the basic requirements of good theater, 

Even with simplified scenery, putting on a tent musical is a costly 
business (about $15,000 a production). Many producers take on young 
apprentices who work without pay as scene-painters and stagehands 
just for the practical backstage experience. Some offer them special 
theater courses, and occasionally give them a chance to play walk-ons. 
‘The wear and tear on the big canvas tents is so great that they have to 
be replaced every three years, A permanent hard-top with canvas sides 
has recently been built for summer musicals in the east, and Fort 
Worth, Texas has just opened its season of song and dance shows in- 
side a geodesic aluminum dome. 

But still a large majority of the music tents are at the mercy of 
the weather. When a heavy rain storm made such a racket that it in- 
terrupted the show at Lambertville, actors and audience joined in a 
half-hour community sing. And at the Cape Cod Melody Tent, when the 
rain began to wet the fect of an old lady in the audience, one gallant ac- 
tor jumped from the stage, picked her up and carried her to a dry seat,

SPACE STRATEGY AND U.S. DEFENSE: 


Last week, in the first instalment adapted from his book, War and Peace 
in the Space Age, which Harper will publish Aug. 11, General Gavin, the 
brilliant soldier who retired from the Army last March, spoke of Penta- 
gon errors which have crippled our ability to wage war. In his concluding 
instalment, below, he tells how we must reorganize our forces for the free 
world's defense and how combat would look in a war occurring in 1965. 


by LIEUT. GENERAL JAMES M. GAVIN 


IME is running out, and we must make up our minds now to make 

the sacrifices necessary for an adequate military defense of the West. 
By adequate I mean not only strong enough, but capable of accomplish- 
ing any mission that arises—large or small. For if democracy exists to 
serve the needs of the people, then the weapons systems it creates must 
serve it, These systems must be ready to apply power with discrimination 
anywhere in the world, as the need arises, at any time. 

Military force exists in the free world community for the same reason 
that it exists in a local community. The policeman on the beat must by 
virtue of his reputation and appearance maintain law and order. He 
must also have power available to him that can be applied quickly. In 
the world community similar power must be available although to a far 
greater degree. It must be backed by highly mobile reserves gecgraphi- 
cally placed so as to be able to move quickly against criminal aggression, 
and these must in turn be backed by long-range forces—the free world’s 
major reserves of power. Let us, therefore, examine the kind of defense 
that the free world must organize to deal with both limited and general 
wars occurring, say, in 1965 

In World War IIa tactical theater usually consisted of a continent, or 
a major segment of a continent. By 1965 missiles and satellites will have 
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shrunk the world to such an extent that militarily the earth itself will be 

tactical theater. Manned space flight will be here. We will truly live in 
a “balance of terror.” The very nature of strategy will change, leaving 
the realm of physical combat to go into full-scale psychological warfare 
and leaving the earth's environment to go into spi 

While each of the services in 1965 will continue to specialize in its own 
type of combat, their capabilities will overlap. Therefore their organiza- 
tion within a theater of operations will have to be completely integrated. 
Let us look briefly at some of the possible theaters of operations 

In describing the military characteristics of various parts of the earth 
as they would appear if combat were to occur in the mid *60s, | intend 
merely to suggest concepts. No plans exist to organize areas in the man- 
ner suggested nor does the intent, to my knowledge, exist today. 


Key to Europe’s defense: Africa 


UROPE and Africa together will form one tactical theater. Africa, 
in fact, is the key to the future defense of Europe. Western Europe 
consists of slightly more than one million square miles of densely popu- 
lated land; Africa has 11.5 million square miles but its porulation is 
less than Europe’s. Two major waterways cross the area. In the north, 
the English Channel is no longer a barrier to military aggressicn. Farther 
south, the Mediterranean Sea, still a formidable obstacle to land move- 
ment, is readily crossed by missiles and aircraft. The Middle East area is 
a land bridge connecting Europe, Asia and Africa. This fact alone— 
that it is a land bridge—highlights its importance. 
Obviously the shallow depth of the northern part of the Europe-Africa 
area suggests that only defensive weapons should be placed there. Re- 
taliatory weapons would be in danger of immediate destruction and 
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should be placed farther south where there is adequate concealment and 
room for dispersal. The basic requirements for the defense of Western 
Europe are, first of all, the best surface-to-air missile defense obtainable 
and, secondly, the best surface-to-surface missile defense backed up by 
highly mobile, nuclear-equipped land forces. Italy, Spain, the Mediter- 
ranean islands and the African land mass offer the best locations for 
retaliatory missile forces. If the NATO forces were sufficient in strength 
and properly equipped with nuclear missiles, the Soviets would pay a 
very high price—and even then would fail—if they sought direct aggres- 
sion against Western Europe. 

In addition to the NATO forces committed to the immediate defense 
of Western Europe, there should be a local ““fire brigade.” placed so as 
to be movable by air to any area in difficulty. Such a brigade would con- 
sist of at least one highly mobile sky-cavalry division (airborne shock 
troops) and two armored divisions, backed up by several missile sup- 
port commands. 

It should be evident from the foregoing that the center of gravity of 
the defense of the European-African area has shifted far to the south. 
By 1965 it will become increasingly obvious. if it is not already so. that 
while Africa is the key to the defense of Western Europe the Middle East 
with its great land bridge and economic resources is the key to Africa. 


Key to Asia’s defense: Philippines 


N Asia, as in Europe-Africa, the northern coastal area occupied by 
the free nations is shallow in depth but the southern area is exten- 
sive, This plus a consideration of the prevailing west-to-east winds re- 
veals that the offshore islands of Japan, Okinawa and Formosa would 
be in a hazardous position in any atomic war. By 1965 they will be “in 
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The nation’s survival in 1965, says Gavin, 
depends on missiles, mobility, psychology 


the front lines” in every sense of that expression. Not only will they be 
under immediate threat of Soviet and Chinese missile attack, but they 
will be subject to intense fallout if nuclear missiles with surface detor 
tions are used against the mainland. The same is true of southern Korea. 
It is important therefore that any plan for defending the free world area 
in Asia be based on tactical means with little or no fallout: a) maxi- 
mum use of nonatomic forces in South Korea and Japan, b) surface-to- 
air nuclear missiles to provide an air defense and c) submarine-launched 
missiles as support forces. 

Vietnam, Cambodia and Thailand, backed up by the Philip- 
pines, constitute the frontier of freedom in southeast Asia. In a sense, 
the Philippines are the cornerstone of the area, both physically and po- 
litically. These dispersed islands provide numerous well-protected launch- 
ing areas for retaliatory missiles. A local “fire brigade” should also be 
stationed there. 


Key to U.S. defense: The Arctic 


HE two major areas of the planet just described would in effect 

contain the free world’s short-ran; triking for In the event of 
enemy aggression these forces would be engaged at once. They should 
be strong enough to defend their respective areas for a prolonged period 
of time without reinforcement. But both areas should be backed by 
long-range striking forces based in the North American area. Let us 
look at that area. 

Because the shortest route from Russia to the United States goes over 
the North Pole region, the Arctic area is of extraordinary significance 
to us. This is not to say that an army will cross the North Pole by 1965 
But weapons with all of the power of an army will certainly be able to. 
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And ability to operate in the Arctic may be the key to the defense of 
the United States. 

The most critical factor in any defense against attack by either manned 
bombers or missiles is time—time in which to react with defensive mis- 
siles, Reaction time depends upon the amount of warning one receives, 
and the amount of warning depends largely on how far forward one 
can set up observation. It is theoretically possible to be far enough 
forward in the North Pole area to observe Soviet missiles while the en- 
gines are still burning in sustained take-off thrust. From radar stations 
in Greenland one may track missiles before those in Canada can, and 
of course long before those in the 
United States. 

At present we have an extensive 
line of radar stations in the Distant 
Early Warning (DEW) line across 
northern Canada and Alaska. But 
these were built to protect the Unit- 
ed States against manned-bomber 
attack, In the missile age we will 
require larger and more powerful 
radars, although fewer in number 
because of their increased range. 
Their value to us will depend di- 
rectly on their closeness to Russia. 
Obviously such radars will be vul- 
nerable to missile attack and raids 
by surface forces. We can assume 
that the Russians would try to de- 
stroy the early warning radars just 
before they launched their missiles. 
We must therefore provide forces 
that can protect our Arctic bases. 
The job will involve all services— 
the Air Force operating the DEW 
line, the Army manning its missile 
defense and sky-cavalry forces, the 
Navy its missile submarines. The 
entire undertaking should be a uni- 
fied effort. 

The task of defending the United 
States itself should be coordinated 
bya home defense force. This head- 
quarters would have supervision 
over the Air Defense Command, 
now located at Colorado Springs, 
Colo. Originally organized to pro- 
vide a defense against manned bombers, the Air Defense Command 
must now be reorganized so that it can operate effectively in the missile- 
space age. 

Present responsibility for the defense of the United States against 
land attack is in the Continental Army Command located at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va. An operational echelon of this headquarters should be placed 
in the South or Middle West so that in the event of hostilities it would 
be free from immediate threat of attack and thus able to do its job 
effectively. 

The defense of the United States against submarine-launched missiles 
is a most interesting technical problem. The Navy can be expected to 
keep most of the Soviet submarines at some distance from our shores. 
Unfortunately it must be assumed that a number of Soviet submarines 
will be able to cruise within missile-launching range of both our coastal 
and our inland areas. To deal with this threat a network of sonar pickets 
(detection devices located under water or on patrolling ships) should be 
established as far from our shores as may be technically feasible to give 
us warning of the approach of enemy submarines. 

In sketching the future defense of the U.S. one always hopes, of 
course, that such a defense will never become necessary, that our over- 
all military strategy will be good enough to keep us out of war. For the 
first object of strategy has always been to make battles unnecessary. 

For many centuries strategy was hardly more than a higher form 
of tactics. Gradually, as war became more technical and more elabo- 
rate preparations had to be made for its conduct, strategy encom- 
passed many other things. Today national attitudes, natural resources, 
technology and the speed with which we can create new weapons sys- 
tems all have a decisive bearing on national strategy. The economic, 
psychological and technical factors all weigh more heavily on the out- 
come of a combat between nations than applied physical force itself. 
And now that we have entered outer space, a nation’s plan for the 
strategic exploration of space and the knowledge gained in such ex- 
ploration may have a more decisive bearing on the outcome of a con- 
test between nations than any tactical engagement taking place on earth.

The Soviets are far beyond the planning stage in their strategy. They 
are at the stage of application. The evidence is now clear that in terms 
of psychological warfare the Soviet strategy is, at the moment, a decided 
success. We have had numerous examples brought to our attention, the 
most recent being the Soviet exploitation of the Sputnik launching at 
the expense of the West. 

One other element of strategy that can be measured now is technolo- 
gy. An important part of technological strategy is economics. It has been 
said, for example, that we are pricing ourselves out of survival just as we 
are pricing ourselves out of the world’s markets. The Soviets, on the 

other hand, with their low stand- 
ard of living, have been able not 
* only to produce thousands upon 


thousands of tanks, armored per- 
sonnel cars and other conventional 
weapons but have been able to beat 
us in jet airplane development and 
in the missile-satellite race. In the 
meantime our own weapons s 
tems have become so costly that in 
order to support a few we have had 
to deny ourselves r 
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urs 


invested, however, are the decisions 
made, And decision-making in the 
field of military technology is a 


aring on it are 
just as complex and the results just 
as critical as any battle decisions 
ever made, 

Finally, our lead time has been 
lengthening, and this is alarming. 
Lead time is the time that elapse: 
between the original concept of a 
military device and the date of its 
actual delivery. An expert has writ- 
ten that during World War I our 
lead time was about 244 years, but 
now it is 10 years, The Russian 
lead time today is only five years. 
Thus it would appear quite clear 
that in technological decision-mak- 
ing we are at a great disadvantage: 
The Soviet lead time is decidedly 
shorter, and their controlled economy gives them greater freedom in 
allocating resources to support their decisions. Having the initiative. 
they can, in Stonewall Jackson's words, ‘‘mystify, mislead and surprise.” 

There is evidence, for example, that in the competition to develop 
long-range striking forces the Soviets have led us to believe that they 
were building a sizable long-range bomber force, when in fact they were 
investing heavily in ballistic missiles. They merely built and displayed 
before Western observers enough long-range manned bombers to cause 
apprehension and consequent reaction on our part, We fell for it and 
embarked on a very expensive long-range, manned-bomber program, in- 
vesting heavily in a weapons system that the Soviets them: knew 
to be obsolescent. 


ITH the over-all strategic considerations in mind, let us turn now 

to the subject of tactics. On the basis of present research and de- 
velopment studies it is possible to make an estimate of the form that our 
separate services may take by 1965. 

Nuclear weapons will become conventional not only in the NATO 
forces, including those of the United States, but in those of the U.S.S.R. 
and its satellites. They are conventional now, of course, in the Strategic 
Air Command and the corresponding Soviet forces. To say that they will 
become conventional means that they will be in the hands of all military 
organizations including the smallest infantry units. Their number, size 
and performance will be crucial to the outcome of future limited wars. 

By 1965 the cost of nuclear weapons will be far less than that of pres- 
ent high-explosive weapons of equivalent yield and effectiveness. Many 
millions of dollars now spent in the manufacturing, shipping, storage 
and handling of high-explosive projectiles and bombs will be saved 
through the use of nuclear weapons moved by air to combat areas. 

Tactical nuclear weapons will be used by individual soldiers for anti- 
tank fire. For this purpose these weapons may be shoulder-fired. They 
will be fired from track-laying vehicles and even from helicopters like 
those in the Army’s present sky-cavalry organizations. In aerial combat 
they will be used in air-to-surface missiles and in air-to-air missiles. By 
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MISLEADING THE U.S., according to Gavin, the Soviet Union makes a 
show of superbombers over Moscow during 1957 May Day parade. While 
U.S. rushed to build bombers, Russia really was concentrating on missiles. 
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1965 it will be possible to place nuclear weapons aboard satellites for 
both offensive and defensive uses. Nuclear weapons will also be used 
in submarine warfare. 

Complementing this evolution in firepower will be an evolution in 
mobility. By 1965 jet transports should be available in large numbers, 
and all missiles and fissionable material used in overseas areas will 
be flown there. Moving missiles and fissionable material by air is not 
only tactically desirable but administratively essential. This is be- 
cause missiles are highly susceptible to obsolescence and require fast 
replacement when they become out of date. - 

Far less exotic than jet transports but perhaps more important 
to winning tactical battles will be the small air vehicles of the land 
forces, both Army and Marine Corps. The development of such in- 
novations as tilt Wings, tilt engines, ducted fans and deflected jets 
will give select portions of our land forces a tremendous advantage 
‘over an opponent. 

Comparable changes will take place in sea warfare, Submarines, 
we are told, will be almost completely silent and will travel at speeds 
of 60 knots or better. All our combat vessels and the supply forces 
accompanying them will have far greater mobility than in the past. 

Improvements in firepower and mobility will be of little value if 
we do not also make comparable improvements in our ability to con- 
trol them, Earlier warning times, more accurate target data picked 
up at far greater distances and shorter reaction time must all be 
realized. Luckily, all these appear to be attainable. Further control 
can be obtained through the use of drones, which can perform recon- 
naissance duties for our combat missile units, Drones can also be 
adapted to submarine warfare. Thus they could conduct a recon- 
naissance of possible missile sites and of other types of tactical tar- 
gets for missile-launching submarines. Reconnaissance work will also 
be performed by satellites, 

Nuclear warfare, as we know, will bring the additional problem 
of fallout. Almost all tactical weapons now under consideration will 
be detonated in the air, both for increased effectiveness and to mini- 
mize fallout. But some surface bursts will take place either through 
accident or intent. By 1965 accurate fallout data will probably be 
made available to tactical commanders as well as to those responsi- 
ble for home defense. Closely related to fallout prediction is weather 
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data. By 1965 the control of weather, even to a limited degree, may 
be possible, and this will have a significant bearing upon combat 
operations, Accurate weather data will have to be made available 
to those responsible for combat decisions. 

During World War II and Korea the Army’s fighting divisions 
were frequently burdened with vast tonnages of supplies. This cannot 
be tolerated in the future. Supplies will have to be kept far to the 
rear. The combat units within the division must be reorganized so 
that the division can react sticcessfully in tactical nuclear combat. 
Recent efforts along this line have resulted in the creation of battle 
groups and combat commands in place of the old reinforced battal- 
ions and reinforced regiments. This trend will continue. The ‘‘divi- 
sion” designation should be retained but its administration should 
be handled by the next higher organization. 

The Army recently reorganized its divisions into ‘‘pentomic” units. 
These consist of five battle groups instead of three regimental com- 
bat teams, are equipped with atomic weapons and have only 13,700 
men instead of the 17,400 of old. The pentomic division, however, 
is seriously lacking in missile firepower and in adequate reconnais- 
sance units like sky-cavalry or drones. These should be added to it 
and more of its administrative personnel moved far to the rear. With 
few exceptions all Army divisions should be armored, Armor pro- 
tection should be provided for all personnel in sustained combat 
to enable them to operate effectively in a nuclear environment. 

The airborne division grew out of the World War II combat need 
for a highly mobile force. But now, with surface-to-air missiles avail- 
able to the enemy, the airborne division can no longer carry out the 
type of operation it performed in World War II and Korea. As rapid- 
ly as the Army can do so it must convert these airborne divisions into 
the much more mobile sky-cavalry divisions. Airborne troops are de- 
livered to the battlefield by air, arriving either by parachute or by 
plane, and henceforth fight as infantrymen; sky-cavalry troops stay

PROPHECY FOR 1965 cowrmueo 


By 1965 weapons from space vehicles will seriously threaten opera- 
tions on land. Up to that time passive measures probably will be ade- 
quate. But as man’s capability to fight in space improves, the prob- 
lem of defense against attacks and reconnaissance from space will 
become impressive and challenging. Perhaps a satellite to intercept 
a satellite will be available by then. 

The Navy's current shift from surface vessels to submarines will 
be continued. Although our present carrier and surface vessels should 
be completely equipped with missiles, drones and assault-landing 
air vehicles, their value will decrease rapidly as Soviet missile-carrying 
submarines increase. 

One of the most interesting organizational problems is presented 
by the Marine Corps. Today the Marines appear to be showing schiz- 
ophrenic tendencies, not knowing whether to become an all-out sky 
cavalry type of organization or to retain heavy equipment for sus- 
tained combat. I believe that by 1965 the sky-cavalry trend will win 
out, giving the Marine Corps a very effective capability for extending 
naval operations on land in keeping with their best fighting tradi- 
tions. By 1965 major units of the Marine Corps should be movable 
by submersible vessels. On approaching their objective areas the ships 
will surface and the Marines will launch an attack by air. 

The Air Force faces some challenging and fascinating problems in 
the next decade. Its long-range striking force will consist of ICBMs 
fired from fixed installations. But by 1965 it will be apparent that 
adequate ranges can be obtained from missiles of much smaller size. 
By that date the Air Force will therefore be converting to mobile 
ICBMs or at least planning such conversions. For example, by using 
the extensive railroad network that we have in the Rocky Mountain 
area and the labyrinth of tunnels and deep canyons there, we should 
be able to develop a highly effective, comparatively invulnerable sys- 
tem for firing ICBMs from railroad cars. Moving from concealed 
tunnels to launching sites, the missiles could be fired with a minimum 
likelihood of detection. Warheads and fuel could be stockpiled in the 
most likely areas and the system could be remarkably mobile. The 
shorter range missiles would, of course, be entirely mobile. 


ESPITE this blueprint for war, I am of the personal conviction 
that the space age offers for the first timea real prospect of lasting 
ace. To achieve it will require great vision. If this planet is to re- 
main inhabitable by man, a space program must be developed under 
the United Nations, We should establish as a matter of high priority 
a United States space command directly under the Department of De- 
fense and put it at the service of the United Nations. We should ask 
that our allies and the Soviets also contribute to such a U.N, program. 
If the exploration and control of space can be carried out under the 
auspices of the United Nations, we will not have to concern ourselves 
with space war. Instead, the exploration of space can be conducted 
for the peaceful purposes of mankind. 

In the final analysis, the real challenge comes down to having the 
vision of democracy so clearly before us, and the courage to support 
that vision so firmly in our possession, that we can with assurance 
build the kind of military establishment we genuinely need. This will 
take leadership on the part of our statesmen and sacrifice on the part 
of our citizens. In the long run, we will either make the necessary sac- 
rifices to create the type of military establishment that can serve 
democracy, or we will succumb to the march of Communism.
